Town’s links to Titanic will be 
showcased in new exhibition 


ARTEFACTS and images reveal¬ 
ing Stourbridge’s links with the 
Titanic are set to be showcased in 
a new exhibition. 

Great Barr researcher Andrew 
Lound is planning to cram in findings 
from 40 years of research into the 
display, illustrating the ship’s links 
with Stourbridge, Smethwick and 
Bilston. 

The exhibition will feature pictures 
of weighing equipment made by 
Smethwick-based W&T Avery Ltd at 
its Soho Foundry in 1911 used to weigh 
luggage. 

There will be pictures of safes, made 
by Bilston-based Perry & Company, 
that would have been located on the 
sea deck and used to keep first-class 


passengers’ valuables safe, and door 
locks made by a number of small firms 
in Willenhall. 

Mr Lound, aged 45, said the exhibi¬ 
tion would feature about 400 exhibits. 

“People will be dumbfounded by how 
much of that ship came from the Black 
Country and the Midlands.” 

Glass 

Artefacts on display will include 
examples of crystal glass produced by 
Stourbridge-based companies includ¬ 
ing Stuart Crystal. 

There will also be a plate featuring 
the Perry & Company logo, which 
would have been the same as the ones 
on the ship’s safes. 

It will also feature samples of metal 
from the wreck site and models 


showing the development of shipbuild¬ 
ing and the Midlands’connections with 
them. 

Although a date or location for the 
exhibition is yet to be confirmed, it is 
hoped it will take place in January. The 
exhibition is one of a number of events 
to mark the 100th anniversary of the 
ship sinking on April 15, 1912. 

Next Saturday, a replica anchor, like 
the one on the ship, will be unveiled at 
Netherton Arts Centre. 

The shackle and cable chain of the 
anchor were made by Walter Somers at 
Halesowen.

Residents’ 
dismay at 
threat of 
closure 

ELDERLY residents 
who could be forced to 
leave their council-run 
care home have told of 
their dismay at the 
sudden news. 

They said they only found 
out that New Bradley Hall 
in Kingswinford was ear¬ 
marked for closure in the 
local press. The home could 
close within three years, 
along with New Swinford 
Hall in Stourbridge and 
New Bridge House in 
Coseley. 

A group of residents and 
their relatives, led by 78- 
year-old Harry Griffiths, 
are fighting the plans which 
they say will break up their 
“family”. 

Mr Griffiths, a retired 
long distance lorry driver, 
has only been at the care 
home, off Stream Road, for 
around nine months. He 
was one of the last residents 
to leave council-run care 
home Amblecote House 
after Dudley Council shut 
it. He was joined at New 
Bradley Hall by Granville 
Cotterill, 88, who also had to 
leave Amblecote House. 

The closure plans were 
due to go before Dudley 
Council’s cabinet for 
approval on Wednesday 
night. 

Mr Griffiths said resi¬ 
dents had been devastated 
by the news.

Colin engineers 
a degree - at 83 


YOU are never too late to learn - 
just ask Wolverhampton Univer¬ 
sity’s oldest graduate Colin Clews. 

At 83, he has just achieved his life¬ 
long dream of landing a degree after 
studying for a qualification in engi¬ 
neering, an industry he has worked in 
for 50 years. 

The grandfather of six said he had loved 
every minute of his time studying. 

“For the three years, I had a thoroughly 
good time,” said Mr Clews. “It takes over 
your whole life - you don’t have time for 
mowing the lawn or painting and decorat¬ 
ing. 

“I made a lot of good friends and met a lot 
of nice people. 

“The tutors were awesomely knowledge¬ 
able about their subject and the university 
itself was first class.” 

Mr Clews decided to study Mechatronics 
— a mixture of mechanical and electronic 
engineering - as his own career had been a 
mixture of the two subjects. 

During the Second World War, he 
trained as an electrician’s mate and went 
on to spend 30 years working at British 
Federal Welders in Dudley. 

Shoulder 

He then moved to the Birmingham 
branch of Lamb Technicon as Proposals 
Manager. The company supplied equip¬ 
ment to car manufacturers such as Rover, 
Ford and Vauxhall. 

After retiring at the age of 65, Mr Clews 
signed up to an Access to Education course 
at Dudley College but his wife Ivy was 
taken ill soon after and instead Mr Clews 
focused on looking after her. 

He said after Mrs Clews died, he found 
himself at a “loose end”.

HOSPITALS in the Black 
Country are making tens of 
thousands by charging 
mothers-to-be for a photo¬ 
graph of their unborn child.

David Orme, co-chairman 
of patient group Dudley 
Link, said he was keen that 
money raised was used for 
charitable purposes. 

He added: “Link could 
consider whether a stan¬ 
dardisation of prices could 
be brought in, and we would 
be interested in hearing 
from patients on this 
matter.” 

New Cross Hospital in 
Wolverhampton charges £5 
per image and at Walsall 
Hospitals the fee is £3.50. 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals charge £3 
but will be raising that in 
the next six months to £5, 
including a presentation 
card. Spokeswoman Helen 
Eden said: “The money goes 
back into patient care.” 


MPs notch up 
£500,000 bill 


over one year 

MEMBERS of Parliament in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire have been paid more than half a 
milli on pounds in expenses since they were elected 
a year ago, new figures have revealed. 

The latest tranche of claims for second home, travel, 
office and staff costs for April and May were revealed by the 
Independent Parliamentary Standards Authority. 

They showed MPs in the ' 


area were paid a total of 
£50,097.82 in expenses 
during the two months. 

Their received a total of 
£577,420.37 between May 
2010 and May 2011. 

Unpaid claims were also 
laid bare — but the data 
showed no local MPs were 
found to be in breach of the 
new rules with their claims 
rejected. 

However, they were 
braced for extra scrutiny of 
their expenses by voters. 

Across the country there 
was fresh controversy as it 
emerged that 69 claims 
were turned down, or only 
part reimbursed by officials,

Money is 
owed for 
projects 


DUDLEY Council is owed 
£1.5million for community 
projects by developers who 
have been given planning 
permission for recent build¬ 
ing work. 

The authority was prom¬ 
ised £2m over the last 12 
months, but just £531,000 
was received in all. 

The cash - provided by 
developers through Section 
106 agreements - goes on 
projects including play 
areas, road improvements 
and public art displays. 

Each developer has to 
sign an agreement when 
given planning consent. The 
council issued contracts to 
receive £666,301 for open 
space, sport and recreation 
facilities, £290,987 for 
transport improvements 
and £64,415 for nature con¬ 
servation. 

A further £617,695 should 
be spent on affordable 
housing and £12,000 on 
public art. 

One project for which the 
council is awaiting cash is 
the building of 72 homes on 
the former M & J Drilling 
Works in Lower Gornal. The 
council is owed £846,681.

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Scheme to protect 
the wildlife at home 


INSTALLING special street lamps and creat¬ 
ing grassland with wildflowers are among pro¬ 
posals to safeguard wildlife at a Stourbridge 
ancestral home. 

A plan to build 14 houses on land at the 18th 
century Wordsley Manor, near Stourbridge, stalled 
seven months ago when councillors insisted on pro¬ 
tection for rare slow worms and bat roosting sites. 

Developer Selbourne 
Homes has drawn up a new 
plan to tackle the issues in a 
bid to win approval for the 
planning application. 

Managing director Gavin 
Warr says the firm hopes 
the proposals will satisfy 
the borough’s planning offi¬ 
cers. 

Under the new plan, 
three conservation areas 
would be set aside for the 
slow worms. 

A central metal gridded 
pathway through gardens 
and a rockery would be 
created to give worms 
passage through to a water¬ 
course.

Derelict pub could 
become care home 


A VANDAL-HIT former 
pub and brewery in 
Dudley town centre will 
be given a new lease of 
life after lying empty for 
more than 30 years, 
under new transforma¬ 
tion plans led by a Stour¬ 
bridge firm. 

The Gypsies Tent Inn, on 
the corner of Steppingstone 
Street and Stafford Street, 
has fallen into disrepair 
since closing in 1980. 

It has been targeted numer¬ 
ous times by vandals and 
stripped of many of its original 
features. But the pub, on one of 
the main routes to the town 
centre, is now set to be con¬ 
verted into a care home. 

Kitchen 

Jim Sadhra, of Stourbridge- 
based We Care Ltd, has submit¬ 
ted proposals to refurbish and 
extend the building, which 
dates to 1841. 

Andy Law, of Bowles Whittick 
Young, says of the building’s 
closure: “It has since fallen into 
disrepair and requires total 
refurbishment including the 
replacement of floors and roofs. 

“The property has suffered 
severe vandalism and has been 
stripped of many of the original 
fittings and features.” 

Under the proposals a two- 
storey extension would be built 
providing single-bed, en-suite 
accommodation for up to 10 res¬ 
idents. There would also be a 
dining room, kitchen, laundry 
and sitting room as well as a 
respite room and garden. 

Staff and general office and 
store rooms would be created. 

The main pub building would 
be repaired and a wheelchair 
access pathway from the Step¬ 
pingstone Street edge of the Pit- 
field Street car park provided.

A 16-TON REPLICA of the Titanic anchor has been moved 
back to the place where the original was manufactured ahead 
of a public celebration. 

The 18ft long anchor will be officially unveiled at its new home in 
Netherton as part of Netherton Nautical Day which takes place on 
Saturday. 

The structure was moved out of the Black Country Living Museum on 
Sunday morning and taken the two miles to the town by flat-bed truck. 

Halesowen Road and Northfield Road, near 
to Netherton Arts Centre, were closed 
between 6am and 2pm while the anchor was 
moved into place. 

It was fenced off with work due to take 
place on the structure this week. 

The original was manufactured in Nether¬ 
ton and is hailed as an important piece of the 
region’s history.

New postal routes 
rolled out in region 


NEW POSTAL delivery routes are 
being rolled out across the West Mid¬ 
lands and Staffordshire as part of an 
overhaul of services in the region. 

Changes to the mail delivery service are 
being introduced by Royal Mail over the 
next 18 months. 

First up is Dudley, where the changes are 
already under way. 

As well as alterations to routes, more postal 
workers are set to head out on their rounds in 
vans or with a trolley to deliver items rather 
than using traditional mail bags. 

Bosses said the changes were being made 
because fewer letters are being posted, with 
more larger items such as parcels going through 
the mail system which can be difficult for 
postmen to carry in their bags. It is not known 


when the new routes will be rolled out elsewhere 
in the region. 

The changes in Dudley won’t lead to a reduc¬ 
tion in the number of workers and the number of 
routes will be the same. 

However, some householders who were at the 
start of a route may now find themselves at the 
end of one. 

Lunchtime 

Although Royal Mail says many customers 
will continue to get their mail by lunchtime, the 
time will depend on where they are on the new 
delivery route. 

The changes came into force this week in 
Dudley and are expected to be fully implemented 
within a few weeks. 

Letters are being sent to customers to tell 
them of the changes. 


Business groups and councillors are also being 
informed. 

Royal Mail’s collections and delivery sector 
manager, Roy Sylvester said: “We are proud of 
the high regard in which our postmen and 
women are held in Dudley. 

“These changes to our delivery routes mean 
that members of our local and experienced team 
will still be delivering to our customers in 
Dudley. 

“The local delivery team and I are fully com¬ 
mitted to providing a high quality of service that 
is as reliable and friendly as customers have 
come to expect from Royal Mail in Dudley over 
many years.” 

Royal Mail bosses say the changes will require 
a “period of adjustment for staff’ but they will be 
doing everything possible to maintain a high 
level of service for customers.

WEST Midlands Police is 
cutting the amount it 
spends on interpreters by 
almost half. 

The force is to slash its 
£1.8million a year bill as 
part of cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures in the wake of crippling 
budget reductions. 

Senior officers are trying 
to save £126m over the next 
four years and said it can 
save £750,000 on inter¬ 
preters. 

Under the new plans, 
interpreters will see their 
hourly rates cut from £32 to 
a minimum of £16, the abo¬ 
lition of a minimum two- 
hour payment and the 
removal of travelling time 
payments and travel 
expenses. 

Chief Superintendent 
Steve Anderson said: “We do 
recognise that many of our 
interpreters have given 
excellent service to West 
Midlands Police and feel 
nervous about the new 
arrangements, but we are 
confident that over the next 
couple of months their fears 
will be allayed.”

“We are expecting to find 
that some common regional 
pronunciations and dialec¬ 
tical features present today 
stem from the medieval 
English used at the time of 
the manuscript.”

Mosque plan is 
recommended 
for a refusal 

PLANS for a mosque in Dudley look set to 
be refused—but council chiefs are offering 
Muslim leaders another three years to re¬ 
submit proposals. 

The £6million scheme for the site in 
Hall Street, Dudley will go before the 
council later this month and has been rec¬ 
ommended for refusal. 

Dudley Council planning officers say 
the plans “fail to make a positive contri¬ 
bution” to the area. Outline planning per¬ 
mission for the site in Hall Street, Dudley 
was secured at appeal in 2008 after the 
council originally threw the plans out. 

Dudley Muslim Association was then 
required to submit a more detailed appli¬ 
cation — set to be rejected by the develop¬ 
ment control committee on September 19. 

But an application to extend the outline 
permission by three years has been ear¬ 
marked for approval. 

The complex would include leisure 
facilities, open to non-Muslims, two cafes, 
a multi-use sports hall, a gym, a nursery 
and an exhibition of Muslim beliefs.

A FAMILY from Halesowen have been reunited with 
their pet dog after it was stolen while they were on 
holiday - and have spoken of their delight at having 
him back home. 

Three-year-old Toby, a Bichon Frise, was snatched from 
owner Peter Mills’s mother’s garden in West Bromwich on 
August 21. He was discovered tangled in brambles by a 
woman and her grandson near the Ridgacre pub in New 
Gas Street, West Bromwich, a week after he disappeared. 

They spotted a newspaper article about the theft and 
called the family to say Toby was safe and well. 

He has now been reunited 
with Mr Mills, his wife 
Debbie and their children 
Sian, 18, and Josh, 16, at 
their home in Manor Lane, 
Halesowen. 

Since returning he has 
been back playing with his 
best friend Pippa, the 
family’s other white three- 
year-old Bichon Frise. 

Sian, who is about to start

University, said: “We didn’t 
think we would ever see him again but we were so happy 
when he came back. It was great to see him back again. He 
is still quite afraid of men but he is getting better.” 

The family believe Toby may have been abandoned by 
the people who snatched him when they realised he was 
neutered and would not be able to breed. 

Mrs Mills said they had been through turmoil - a woman 
in Rowley Regis telephoned after finding a Bichon Frise 
but it turned out not to be Toby. Then a second call came. 

She said: “As soon as we opened the door we knew it was 
him and he ran up to us with his tail wagging.”

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Council shuts 
three homes

THREE of the last remaining council-run care 
homes in Dudley borough — including one in 
Stourbridge - will close over the next three 
years, Dudley Council announced.

House in Coseley by April 2014. 


The homes have a total of 
63 beds, which are a 
mixture of long and short 
stay.

The council says it will 
look into the question of 
whether staff can be rede¬ 
ployed at other sites. 

Confident 

New Bradley Hall in 
Stream Road, which pro¬ 
vides long-stay accommoda¬ 
tion, will shut in 2013, while 
short-stay homes New 
Bridge House in Bayer 
Street and New Swinford 
Hall, Martley Drive will 
close in either 2013 or 2014. 

Councillor Lesley 

Faulkner, cabinet member 
for adult and community 
services, said: “Of course, 
news of any home closure is 
regrettable. 

“But I am confident that 
we are directing our 
resources at the areas of 
service that will make the 
greatest impact on helping 
people to live in homes of 
their choice.” 


Address 
puts man 
in prison 

A MAN who admitted dam¬ 
aging security barriers at a 
hospital has been jailed for 
14 days after being caught 
giving a previous address to 
the court. 

Andrew Fletcher, aged 
30, was captured on CCTV 
bending the two barriers at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital out of shape at around 
2.55am on Aug 29, causing 
£300 damage. 

Fletcher pleaded guilty to 
criminal damage at Dudley 
Magistrates Court. 

He was sentenced to a six- 
month community order, 
given a 7pm-7am curfew to 
run for eight weeks and 
ordered to pay £300 com¬ 
pensation and £85 costs.

Plans for 
facelift 
at station 

DETAILED plans are being 
drawn up for a £14,000 
facelift of an ageing bus 
station as bosses prepare for 
work to begin later in the 
year. 

Travel firm Centro is 
developing a scheme to 
improve Gornal Wood Bus 
Station following successful 
talks with Dudley Council 
officials a few months ago.

Hundreds of commuters 
use the bus station every 
week and plans to update 
the station have been 
ongoing between Centro 
and Dudley Council for 
months. 

Centro spokesman Steve 
Swingler said no date had 
yet been set for the work to 
begin but scheme details 
were being put together.

THE BLACK COUNTRY and Birmingham has been 
chosen to trial a new railcard which will give passen¬ 
gers a third off train tickets. There are 78 train sta¬ 
tions across the West Midlands taking part. 

The project, known as the Two Together Railcard, is 
thought to be the first of its kind in the country. 

It sees a couple, pair of 
friends or family members 
travelling together pay £28 
for a card and then receive a 
third off all standard and 
first-class anytime, off-peak 
and advance fares for off- 
peak travel throughout the 
country. 

The region was chosen for 
a trial of the new scheme 
because of the high number 
of rail users and its central 
geographic location with 
good rail links across the 
whole of Britain.

Plans for 
speed 
cut under

PLANS to reduce speed 
limits on two busy roads 
in Stourbridge and Hale¬ 
sowen will be scrutinised 
by a highways chief this 
month. 

The new speed restric¬ 
tions are being considered 
for the A459 Dudley 
Road/Haden Hill Road, in 
Halesowen, and on the A451 
Norton Road, in Norton, 
near Stourbridge. 

Dudley Council wants to 
reduce the limits to improve 
safety for pedestrians. 

Residents have been con¬ 
sulted about the plans but 
the authority’s highways 
department says no-one has 
raised concerns. 

Limits will drop from 
60mph to 40mph in Norton 
Road from its boundary 
with Worcestershire to an 
existing 40mph stretch up 
to the junction with Race¬ 
course Lane. 

Boundary 

Drivers will find the 
40mph limit on the A459 cut 
to 30mph if the proposals 
are approved. Limits on the 
A459 within Sandwell are 
presently 30mph and 
Dudley Council says it 
wants to create uniform 
standards along the road. 

The reduced limit would 
run from the traffic island 
at Mucklow Hill along the 
Dudley Road into Haden 
Hill Road before reaching 
the Sandwell boundary. 

Dudley cabinet member 
for transport, Councillor 
Patrick Harley, will con¬ 
sider the plans on Septem¬ 
ber 27. The cost to Dudley 
Council would be around 
£5,000 and come from the 
minor capital works budget.

National retailer 
is on the way to 
town centre unit 


THE ARRIVAL of a mystery national retailer 
will help reverse Dudley’s fortunes after it 
emerged as having more shops empty than any 
other town centre, it is claimed. 

Dudley has more shops standing empty than any 
other town centre of a similar size in the country. 

Dudley Council leader, 
Councillor Les Jones 
acknowledged the findings 
by the Local Data Company. 
But he says figures have 
been skewed by the closure 
of Spencers Market in July. 

“Dudley’s appearance in 
this list can largely be 
attributed to Spencers 
Market which closed earlier 
this year to make way for a 
new national retailer which 
will occupy the large 
12,000sq ft premises before 
Christmas,” he said. 

“This new retailer, in 
addition to another new 
retailer which has recently 
leased an 8,000sq ft unit in 
the town, will significantly 
improve vacancy rates. 

Positive 

“This said, we are by no 
means complacent and we 
continue to work to reduce 
current vacancy rates, 
which we have recorded at 
22 per cent as there are 82 
vacant units out of a total of 
379 units in the town.” 

It is unclear at this stage 
which high street name will 
be taking up the Spencers 
Market but an announce¬ 
ment is expected shortly. 

Councillor Jones said the 
recent arrivals of Asda and 
Iceland into the town had 
been positive. “We are 
always looking at ways of 
attracting retailers into our 
town centres and we are 
proud of significant 
£200million regeneration 
plans,” he added. 

“We have recently been 
out to public consultation in 
relation to a £6m makeover 
of the market area.”

Hope for homes as 
tower blocks fall 


IT WAS once the site of two 
eyesore tower blocks that were 
repeatedly plagued by vandal¬ 
ism. 

But now a few piles of rubble on 
the ground are the only clues that 
the 13-storey Bolton Court towers 
at Ocker Hill in Tipton ever existed. 

As the picture shows, demolition of 
the 1960s buildings is now more or less 
complete. Councillor Derek Rowley, 
Sandwell’s cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods, said: “It’s been an 
eyesore and an area of antisocial behav¬ 
iour for a number of years, so it’s good to 
see the work get to this stage. 

“All the rubble is being crushed on 
site and there was a mountain of rocks 
when they 
first started. 

“But now 
there are only 
a few remain¬ 
ing. The demo¬ 
lition is within 
days of being 
finished. 

“Now we’re 
keen to build 
something 
that will 
benefit the 
area as soon as 
possible,” he added. “We don’t want to 
leave the site derelict. We’re in the 
process of trying to find a partner who 
can build a series of low-rise homes. 

“Hopefully we can start building 
those in the next few months.” 

Sandwell Council began pulling down 
the towers, which are close to the border 
with Moxley, in July. 

Work had been due to begin next year 
but the schedule was hauled forward 
after the former homes were repeatedly 
hit by vandals. It was feared the flats 
may pose a health and safety risk. 

Contractors Coleman and Company 
have carried out the work. 

The blocks were recommended for 
demolition in April last year. Residents 
who were forced out were given compen¬ 
sation.

ALMOST 550 students from the West Midlands and 
Staffordshire have been accepted into the University of 
Oxford over the last five years new figures show.

School story 
related in 
a new book 


A PRESTIGIOUS Stourbridge girls’ school has 
been put in the spotlight thanks to a book 
written by a former pupil who is anxious to pre¬ 
serve the school’s heritage. 

Marion Brettle was concerned the history and 
achievements of Stourbridge Girls’ High had never 
been documented. 

She has now written a book, called A History of Girls 
Gone By, which details the story of the school from its very 
beginning in 1905 to its closure in 1976. 

The school was in Junc¬ 
tion Road, Stourbridge, 
from 1928, and later became 
the Redhill School. 

Members of the High 
School’s Old Girls’ Associa¬ 
tion have shared their mem¬ 
ories and pictures for the 
volume, which will be pub¬ 
lished on September 21. 

Mrs Brettle, formerly of 
Stourbridge but who now 
lives in Much Wenlock, 
attended the school 
between 1953 and 1960. 

Her older sisters Pat and 
Ann also attended the 
school as did her mother 
Marjorie Davies, who is now 
96. 

Marjorie has her own 
memories of the school, 
including meeting her life¬ 
long friend Ivy Freemantle. 

Memories 

She said: “It was very dif¬ 
ferent back then. When the 
teachers told you to do 
something you had to do it. 

“I have very happy memo¬ 
ries of my time there.” 

Mother-of-one Mrs Bret- 
tell, an examiner for Trinity 
College London, said: “I 
wanted to write the book 
because I felt there was a 
real risk of the school 
becoming a lost chapter in 
the town’s history. 

“Many only know this site 
as the Redhill School,” she 
added. 

“They do not know about 
the heritage and I wanted to 
do something about that.”

It’s hands-off motoring 


TO THE OTHER drivers on the A9 motorway 
between Munich and Nuremberg, the silver 
BMW 5-Series is as good as invisible, 
sharing the road space with the usual throng 
of trucks, buses, motorbikes and other 
drivers in similar German products. 

A closer look would reveal that the driver isn’t 
holding the steering wheel, and if they could look 
into the footwell, they would see that his feet 
aren’t touching the pedals either. 

This is an autonomous 5-Series, the product of 
BMW’s Highly Automated Driving project and its 
manager, Dr Nico Kampchen, is behind the wheel - 
despite having virtually no input into the driving process. 

The test vehicle has completed more than 3,000 miles 
of development driving, and once on the motorway, 
where it is designed to operate, all the driver needs to do 
is push a button. 

“This is an entirely new situation and experience for 
the driver - it is a strange feeling handing over complete 
control of the car to an autonomous system, “ Kam¬ 
pchen says. 

“But after a few minutes of experiencing the smooth, 
sovereign and safe driving style, drivers and passengers 
begin to relax somewhat and trust the independent 
system. Nevertheless, the driver is still responsible for 
the situation at all times and must constantly keep an 


eye on traffic and the surroundings. 

Combining technology such as Emergency 
Stop Assistant and Adaptive Cruise Control, 
some of which is available on production cars, 
the 5-Series constantly monitors its surround¬ 
ings and can react and deal with any potential 
situation. 

The team said dealing with traffic merging 
onto the motorway was the biggest challenge, 
but the test car can slow to allow this or even 
change lanes. Overtaking, emergency stops, 
changing road surface and weather condi¬ 
tions - all of this is dealt with automatically. 

Hurdle 

While this might seem like the stuff of fantasy, 
the biggest hurdle to overcome is the minds of 
drivers. 

Handing over complete control to computer 
software is a big step - even though we regu¬ 
larly climb aboard aeroplanes that do just that - 
and it’s easy to think that this will result in a 
general disengagement from the process of 
driving that isn’t necessarily seen as progress. 

Yet the truth is that computers don’t make 
errors, only humans do, and a world in which a 
computer can respond in split seconds to a sit¬ 
uation you may not even see developing can 
only be a good thing for every road user.
